OPEN LETTER TO THE AMA 

This letter is being written in regard 
to the AMA competition bulletin I have 
just received entitled “Use of Brakes”, 
in which you state that compression re- 
leases on two-strokes are hereby de- 
clared illegal. I wish to protest this de- 
cision and the way that this decision 
was made. 

To begin with a two-stroke is unsafe 
without a compression release, Whereas 
a four-stroke relies on its compression 
to slow down in a corner, the two-stroke 
has none, Due to the design and basic 
principles of a two-stroke engine, when 
you shut off to slow down for a corner, 
you obtain an increase in speed, not a 
decrease. The only method of slowing 
down the forward motion of a two-stroke 
is with the use of a compression device, 

On a half-mile dirt track, mostriders 
do not use the compression release as a 
braking device, but as a safety feature in 
case of a four-stroke slowing down in 
front of them unexpectedly. In such a 
case the compression release would be 
the only way of avoiding a collision. On 
a short track a two-stroke would be 
totally unsafe without a compression re- 
lease. There is no way of shutting off in 
time for the corner on a short track, 
unless you have this compression re- 
lease. 

I argue that the compression release 
is a safety device and that a two-stroke 
motorcycle set up for competition is 
totally unsafe without one. Therefore if 
you outlaw the use of the compression 
release in professional competition, you 
might as well declare the two-stroke 
motorcycle unsafe and outlaw it at the 
same time, 

I have talked with many of the other 
riders, and most of them feel the same 
as I do, The two-stroke riders do not like 
the idea of having no chance of slowing 
down in case of an accident or other 
emergency in front of them, The four- 
Stroke riders do not like the idea of 
being on the track with a motorcycle that 
does nothing but pick up speed when you 
shut off the throttle, 

I would also like to disagree with the 
way this ruling was passed. How much 
say did the riders have in making this 
decision? I know that I was not asked 
my opinion and I know of no other riders 
that were. We are the ones that have to 
ride these motorcycles and risk our 
lives on the race track, If the AMA is 
supposed to be an organization for the 
riders and in the interest of safety, then 
there is a serious deficiency in your 
operating procedures. You don't have to 
ride these motorcycles, so what right do 
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you have to say what is right and wrong 
with them, without first consulting a 
majority of the riders? Many of the 
riders, myself definitely included, have 
disagreed with the decisions and actions 
of бе АМА for quite a while, but until 
now it has been tolerated. I feel that this 
decision and all decisions concerning 
professional competition should be putto 
a vote of all the riders and the decision 
based on the opinion of the majority. I 
think that the results shouldbe published 
with the names andnumbers of the riders 
voting and the way they voted. This is 
supposed to be a democratic society that 
we are living in, and the AMA is sup- 
posedly a democratic organization, I 
have yet to see the AMA doone thing that 
has not been dictatorial. 

I will be attending the next race, with 
compression release installed and I do 
not intend to ride without it, I hope all 
other riders will do the same, If the 
AMA can be made to understand that the 
riders do NOT agree with their decisions 
and methods of running races, then pro- 
fessional racing will be one hundred per 
cent better for all those involved. :

There are those who say *'*motor- 
cycle people never stick together." I 
think there is some truth in this, and a 
very good reason for it.

A liking 
for doing things your own way in your 
own time is one of the reasons people 
ride cycles. 

But this is not saying “motorcycle 
people can't stick together...if there is 
good reason to," We have already proved 
this in the helmet hassle. And we're go- 
ing to be proving it more and more be- 
cause there are a lot of good reasons 
ahead. 

Whatever they tell us in theory about 
our **democracy'' and majority rule and 
such, in practice, government in our 
country is by special-interest groups. It 
is a constantly shifting multi-party sys- 
tem, not constructed as political parties 
but as temporary arrangements of people 
who want to see a certain thing done, I 
wouldn't begin to say whether this isa 
desirable or undesirable form of govern- 
ment, it is simply what is here. And the 
first step in the accomplishment of cer- 
tain goals is to get together with others 
who desire the same goals. 


Goals To Achieve 


Motorcycle people have a lot of goals 
to achieve. The first major one was a 
rather negative one, the prevention of 
regulation in apparel, But there are many 
Positive ones. Some of them concernour 
dirt-riding rights, the acquisition of 
more riding area and, the protection of 
what we already have... Some of them 
concern the right to training facilities, 
in the public schools. Some of them con- 
cern the consideration of the motorcycle 
in traffic engineering. Some concern the 
protection of the motorcycle from arbi- 
trary restrictions and enforcement. You 
can probably think of as many more. 

We have to stick together to achieve 
them. When we speak in the legislature 
we speak a united voice. Whatever 
benefits one of us, benefits all of us. We 
have seen that is works already, It will 
continue to work as long as we continue 
to believe it.

Top Fuel 

For a first time in events of National 
standing, class racing was considered a 
punishment rather than an honor in the 
fuel catagory. 

In baseball if you don’t play the game 
right you’re sent to the showers. In the 
Spring National Drag Racing Champion- 
ships if you didn’t make the top four 
qualifying spots you were sent to class 
eliminations, 

Six of the fuel burners vied for a spot 
in the coveted four top eliminator spots: 
four ‘‘big inch’? Harleys, one 45-inch 
Triumph and a single Honda entry. 

When the two days ofa three-day event 
had passed, qualifying was locked up with 
three Harleys and one Triumph in con- 
tention, 

Bob Barker held the number one spot 
with a 10.14 second elapsed time. Larry 
Nance, the current A.H.R.A,AFBrecord 
holder, had his magnesium-framed Har- 
ley in second qualifying position with a 
10,15 second time, Third spot was held 
by Sonny Routt’s 45-inch Triumph at 
10,28 seconds and the ‘‘bump”’ or num- 
ber four spot was occupied by a Harley- 
Davidson entered by Danny Johnson at 
10.68 seconds. 

Of the six attempted qualifiers the 
Honda was never a threat to any of the 
top four, but number five, Rusty Quesen- 
berry’s brand new 74-incher, came with- 
in one and four-tenths of a second of 
bumping Johnson into class eliminations, 
Quesenberry clocked a best run of 10.82 
seconds and then blew a piston, cylinder 
and rod, which eliminated the threat of 
bumping Johnson, 

Sunday morning, June 9, was ‘‘E’’ or 
elimination day and the Bristol Raceway 
gates opened at 8:00 a.m. with bike 
eliminations scheduled for 9:00 a.m. 
When the scheduled hour arrived only 
three of the contenders were staged for 
racing. Danny Johnson and his Harley- 
Davidson were nowhere to be found, A 
call was placed to the motel he and his 
crew occupied and it was found that they 
were all buried beneath blankets and 
Pillows as though they wished the day 
would never come. A promise was made 
that they would be right out and races 
were held up until they arrived, On the 
previous day, Johnson had burned out a 
clutch and was to change it Sunday morn- 
ing. When they did finally arrive at the 
oStripjadohnson decided it was too much 
= work to change the unit and after holding 
` eliminations for his ‘convenience for 

more than an hour, the races went on 

without him and his Harley-Davidson, 
The three contenders, Routt, Nance 
and Barker flipped coins for agamblers’ 
elimination and Larry Nance held the 
lucky odd coin, that placed him at the 
‘sideline while Routt’s Triumph and Ваг- 
ker’s Harley staged for the quarter- 
mile battle, 
Bob Barker put Sonny away from the

fueler, One-hundredth of a second was all

- in qualifying, and in eliminations it could 
be any man or machine's title. Both fired 
easily, staged for this final round and

It looked as though they 
were out of the gate together but Nance 
must have left a shade too soon and Bob 
Barker secured top fuel victory at 10.31 
seconds and 144 miles per hour, Nance 
saw the red bulb in his lane and shut off 
to coast through the traps without a time 
or speed in this final race, 

The purse for top fuel winner, in parts 
and parcels, totaled $325.00 not includ- 
ing gift awards. Bristol Raceway gave 
$125.00 to the winner and other contri- 
butions for top fuel bike were from: 
Champion plugs $100.00; STP $75.00; 
Cycle World $25.00; one Mini-bike from 
Bonanza;*Custom Leathers from A.B.C. 
of South Gate; helmet from Safetech of 
Paramount; Chain Clean and Lube from 
Petro-Chemof Santa Fe Springs.

Yep, in the final round Candler and Boggs 
were all staged and when the moment of 
truth in consistent acceleration arrived, 
Boggs drew the red and Candler took the 
win automatically. The Competition eli- 
minator went home with $100.00 from 
Bristol, $75.00 by STP and $25.00 from 
Cycle World.

Top Gas 


Only two entries for top gas made it 
conclusive that a top and runner-uprace 
were pretty secure, 

Larry Welch was riding a twin-engine 
Triumph built and owned by Sonny Routt. 
Sonny’s custom 45-inch Triumph bar- 
rels, and going under the trade name 
“‘Webcor’’ gave the twin-engine machine 
a total displacement of 90 inches (or 
more, since the barrels are available in 
up to 48 inches per engine). The big 
double clocked a best elapsed time of 
10.79 seconds which is below its current 
A.H.R.A. record, but broke in a new 
miles per hour figure of 134.00 miles 
per hour that is now the present record 
for A gas bike, 

His (Welch’s) competition was a little 
350cc Yamaha gasser that set a new 
A.H,R.A, record for its class, ‘‘DGOB’’, 
of 13.89-93,75 miles per hour. Its owner 
is Earl Harrington of Roanoke, Va, The 
top gas racing was planned to be a four 
spot, top eliminator bumping process, 
but the simple two engines took awaythe 
lustre of heads-up competition. As a re- 
sult the Yamaha was given a two-second 
handicap by the lights and Larry Welch 
cooled another half-second at the lights 
waiting to be sure there would be no red 
light on his side. When he did pop the 
clutch and accelerate in hot pursuit, all 
the race stand spectators lurched to 
their feet and watched the big double 
catch, pass and defeat the Yamaha in 
Top Gas eliminations, Larry Welch rode 
the double Triumph to an elapsed time of 
10.79 seconds at the speed of 133.33 
miles per hour. 

Awards for the top gas bike were: 
$80.00 from Bristol, $75.00 from STP, 
a helmet from Safetech, $25.00 from 
Cycle World, Chain Klean and Lube from 
Petrochem, 

The runner-up received $30.00 from 
Bristol, $25.00 from. STP. and an alloy 
wheel from North American Imports, 


Records 


Seven new records were established 
on the A,H.R.A, books at these Spring 
Nationals. They are all in the results, 
Yamaha secured three, Triumph two, 
Bridgestone one and Honda one, 

Yamaha International gave each of 
these record holders a Yamaha team 
jacket and ten dollars in cash, They also 
awarded ten dollars in cash to each of

Summation 

So there it was, 2560 miles from Los 
Angeles, Calif., Bristol, Tennessee, lo- 
cated in a beautiful canyon surrounded 
by echoing greenery that drew forth the 
drag strip's nickname of ** Thunder Val- 
ley." A small field of competition, but 
the best in fuel bikes, Larry Nance's 
custom built magnesium framed Harley 
was the finest piece of machinery pres- 
ent, The frame weighs in at 7 Ibs, and is 
all hand-finished alloy. Bob Barker's 
best elapsed time of 10.14 seconds was 
top E.T, of the three days, 

C. Candler not only won top competi- 
tion eliminator but had the best E.T, of 
all stock and modified bikes, His time 
was 13.36 seconds, Top miles per hour 

-` for all stock of modifieds went to Buddy. 
Boggs and his 72-inch Harley-Davidson 
at 101.80 mph, 

Gas competition was nil, but the per- 
formance of Sonny Routt’s Triumph would 
have put any entries down with as much 
ease as he and Larry did the Yamaha 
runner-up,

The 350cc Honda this team rode was 
sponsored and set up for them by Long 
Beach Honda. They completed the 711 
miles of rough terrain in 22 hours and 
5 minutes. Bergquist finished the first 
loop of the race with Preston taking over 
for the second time around, 

All vehicles were team racing, with 
an unfair advantage given to the four- 
wheel vehicles as they were allowed to 
change drivers at any gasor check point; 
however, the motorcycles were allowed 
only to change at the Stardust Raceway 
which was the half way mark at the end 
of the first loop. When we asked the 
NORRA. office to explain this rule they 
did not know the reason andhad received 
complaints from several of the motor- 
cycle racers, 

True, the motorcycles can move 
across the desert at a faster speed and 
with more ease, but is this reason 
enough to peanlize the riders? This rule 
disqualified the Montesa team of Eddie 
Mulderand Ronnie Nelson. Nelson took 
over the Montesa after Mulder had been 
taken out by the heat, went on to finish 
over 2/3rds of the first loop and was 
ready to finish the second loop when he 
was disqualified at the Raceway for 
changing riders other than at the half-

The course, which was over 355 míles 
of varied terrain, was marked and maps

It Wasn’t Easy 


Motorcycles, even though they took 
the first four overall places, were not 
spared mechanical difficulties. Almost 
all had trouble with rear shocks and had 
to have them replaced at the end of the 
first loop. Heat and dirt did nothing for 
engines as many seized, including the 
team of Jack Morgan and Gary Bailey. 
Gary spent 30 hours at the Raceway 
waiting for word of Morgan who was 
battling the desert and never did com- 
plete the first loop, This was the caseof 
many who never even got to ride as they 
were scheduled for the second loop and 
the machines just couldn’t make it. The 
heat was bad — but after a few of 
the vehicles has gone over the course it 
became 3 feet of the finest sand (and we 
don't mean good) you have ever seen. 
When you walked through it, it rose 
around you like a fine cloud of talcum 
powder, Larry Bergquist said he had to 
empty his goggles four times; the sand 
was so fine it filtered up through the 
slits in his breather mask and just filled 
up his goggles. Riders and machines 
appeared like tan ghosts out of thenight, 

The smallest motorcycle, a 74cc Sachs 
ridden by Bill Ydiano and Don Watkins, 
finished both laps after changing a piston, 
only to find that they were 14 minutes 
overtime and were listed as “Did Not 
Finish.” These riders took the heart- 
break in good spirits as they had ridden 
hard and well aboard the Enderle Fuel 
Injection sponsored machine, 

The Stardust 7-11 was hard work but 
those who tried to beat it were satisfied 
that they had been given a real run for 
their money. And if that wasn’t enough 
they could always go into Las Vegas and 
try their luck there.

The day dawned bright and clear for the 
time trials at Calhan, Colorado but when 
it came time for the races the sun had

——— A WEEKEND IN REDDING ==

At 4:30 Friday afternoon May 24, five 
members of the Oxnard M.C. rode out 
of town under clear skies and warm 
weather and headed north, picking up 
Hwy. 99 at Castaic Junction, Calif. The 
air was crisp and clean over the Ridge 
Route.

Cowboys, Rodeos, Horses 


The next morning at 6:00 a.m. we 
pulled back onto the freeway under 
threatening skies and rode on to the town 
of Red Bluff. Here we stopped for gas 
and breakfast, By this time the dark 
clouds were giving way to patches of 
blue skies. As we rode into the town of 
Redding we found lots of activity. Every 


year at this time the town has a three 
day holiday and it was literally alive with 
horses, cowboys, cowgirls and even 
Indians, Friday and Saturday nights they 
had a very good Rodeo with all the top 
cowboys competing for the prize money. 

After dodging around several horses 
and some eye-catching cowgirls we found 
our way to Lake Redding Park where the 
North Valley Travelers M,C, had their 
sign-in table set up. 

I would like to mention that this is a 
fairly new club and this was the first time 
that any. of them had ever attempted to 
present a weekend tour, They had put a 
lot of thought into this tour anddida very 
fine job in planning and setting up seven 
different scenic trips complete with 
guide, mileage and length of time re- 
quired for, each trip.

Then came the 250cc class, and Mar- 
fred Heyrend, Yamaha-mounted, was 
determined to take the win, Ray Vatne 
barrelled right through to second and 
tried & pass on the outside for first, He 
didn't pass however, he went down, but 
walked away. This put Joe Henry, Ducati- 
mounted, into second place, right behind 
Marfred all the way, Heyrend made no 
mistakes, so Joe had no chance to pass, 
leaving him in second, Terry Goff (Ya- 
maha) fought hard for third and finished 
there, 

The beginner’s Main was won by 
Terry Henry on a Honda, This was 
Terry’s first win at Chico Speedway and 
he sure rode a beautiful race. Terry is 
from Sacramento, and has been doing 
real well in that area, He won his heat 
also. 

The 200cc Beginners Main was wonby 
Steve Norberg on a Yamaha. The race 
was a little mixed up; Tony Fairless and 
Joe McMillin were battling for first and 
both, getting over-anxious and sliding 
out, were put out, leaving the race for 
Steve to take. 

With the 250cc Beginners Main there 
was a real good battle for first place 
between Mel Nicholas and Doug Sise- 
more. And Larry Craig on a Bultaco 
worked his way through the pack to take 
the lead and hold it for a while. Then he 
made a mistake by going out too far and 
Doug Sisemore (Bultaco) got by. Larry 
made no mistakes and finished in front. 

For a little extra excitement at Chico, 
we had a JAP speedway bike exhibition 
for a few laps. The rider of the bike was 
a Chico regular, Gary Willis, The course 
at Chico is the only area track which is 
smooth and fast enough for this kind of 
bike, Willis put on a show which had 
fellow riders gaping and the people in 
the stands frozen in their seats, This 
bike, built in 1939, still goes as good as 
new.

Don Rhodes 


Don Rhodes, owner of Auburn Suzuki 
in Auburn, Washington hopes to have the 
Number One Novice riding for his es- 
tablishment by the end of the coming 
racing season. The young man's name is 
Jerry Robertson and he has compiled 
quite an impressive recordinSportsman 
events since beginning to ride as a high 
school freshman in 1965. 

*[ started racing on Valentine's Day 
in 1965," Jerry recalled, **Dad bought 
a Honda 50 for Mom and I got to riding 
it. Our neighbors raced and I kind of got 
the bug from them. At first my parents 
were dead set against it but I finally 
talked them into letting me try and they're 
as big as enthusiasts as I am now." 

Jerry has over 130 trophies already 
and he is just beginning his third yearin 
competition and his first year profes- 
sionally. Last season, young Robertson 
won the Jolly Rogers Northwest Cham- 
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pionship in the 250 class; the Evergreen 
Championship at Graham; the Main Event 
at Sunny Valley, Oregon; the Novice 
opening at Gold Creek; the Woodland, 
Oregon track Open 250 class Champion- 
ship and was all-aroundhigh point cham- 
pion at Shelton, Washington for the 
season. In 1966, at Olympia on a five- 
eighths mile oval he won four trophies 
in two days in the 100 and 250 classes. 
Last year he had a string at the Maltby 
Motorcycle Track of 22 straight heat, 
semi and Main Event wins, He has raced 
all over the Northwest, including Canada 
and California, 

Jerry is a good student and an active 
member of the CYO, “I never race 
without my St, Christopher Medal,’’ he 
said. ‘‘In fact, Mrs. Rhodes thought we 
should have one fixed to the front of the 
bike as a sort of figurehead.’’ 

“Jerry will be very active in his 
first year as a pro,’’ Don Rhodes said, 
“We hope to see him finish as the 
Number One Novice, which means he 
will have to ride in every race he can 
enter.” 

Jerry: owns his own Bultaco 250 scram- 
bler but it will be completely maintained 
this year by Auburn Suzuki. The pro- 
fessional machine provided by Auburn 
Suzuki will also be a Bultaco 250, 

*My wife and I were looking for a 
rider," Don explained, ‘‘and we watched 
Jerry at a couple‘of scrambles and were 
quite impressed. One day after a scram- 
bles he came and asked about riding for 
us. Strangely enough, my wife and I had 
just decided to approach him that same 
day. Since that time we've also found 
two more riders which we will be spon- 
soring in the Novice class. In other 
words, we’ll be up to our helmets in 
competition this season,’’ 

Don Rhodes has always been very 
active in area competition. ‘‘Several 
years ago Eddie Johnson rode for us 
and won 11 out of 12 races at Graham. 
He actually won 11 out of the 11 we 
entered but we missed the first race of 
the season and couldn’t quite make a 
clean sweep. He set the track record on 
every track he raced that season, At 
Graham we were protested after Eddie 
won his ninth in à row and I believe it 
provided one of my most satisfying mo- 
ments at a track. At a night race when 
someone is protested usually everyone 
goes home and you're left there with the

officials as you tear down your machine. 
This wasn’t what happened that night, At 
least several hundred people stayed 
around to see if our machine was legal 
or not, Everybody thought it was going to 
be illegal but, of course, it was not, It 
was just a good combination of machine 
and rider that year and nobody ever even 
seriously challenged Eddie all through 
that season.” 

Don stated that the amount of activity 
in the Washington area is improving but 
the crowds and purses are not keeping 
up. **We need some good promoters and 
indoor tracks," he said, **We need to 
generate customers and spectators who 
are not motorcyclists or friends of 
motorcyclists. We need a promoter with 
enough guts and money to be able to 
withstand the losses he would incur until 
the crowds built up. Dealers and clubs 
simply cannot put in the time and money 
required to promote a big track and get 
large crowds, We’ve got the talent and 
the interest in this area but nobody has 
ever really built a good spectator track 
here,” 

Don was once the president of the Sea 
Fair City Motorcycle Club, ‘‘However,’’ 
he said, ‘‘we’ve since made a ruling that 
no dealer can hold a club office. We 
didn’t want our club to end up dealer- 
controlled like so many clubs do. Clubs 
run into trouble when they become con- 
trolled by a dealer and their growth 
usually is stifled, However, clubs are 
important to a dealer. Without a club 
there is no activity, and without activity 
there are no winter sales in this area, 
Probably two-thirds of the riders in this 
area are club members now,’ 

Don started riding on the streets in 
1948, In 1953 he got a competition li- 
cense and began racing. His racing was 
interrupted by a hitch in the military 
and he did not get his Expert’s license 
until 1959. He has won most of the area 
events at one time or another in the past 
few years but never competed on the 
scale that one must compete on to reach 
a national ranking. He entered into busi- 
ness for himself in 1962 after working 
four years for a Seattle motorcycle 
dealer. 

“I like road racing the best," Don 
said. ‘‘We’ve got a good track in Kent. 
and in road racing being young and eager 
isn’t as important as experience. You 
have time to watch another rider, set 


him up to be passed and take advantage 
of his mistakes,” 

Auburn. Suzuki does quite a large 
amount of localadvertising, *«However,'' 
Don explained, ‘‘in this area the racing 
program is our most important adver- 
tising. The number of racers per riders 
in this area is higher than anywhere 
else in the United States. All the riders 
in this area are influenced by the ma- 
chines being ridden in competition and 
the area shops which are sponsoring 
them. For example, our busess ismost- 
ly scramblers and trail riders, Wedon’t 
do much of a road business. 

“This year we’ve two new machines 
— the 500 Suzuki and the 360 Bultaco— 
which will allow us to enter the Amateur 
and Expert classes next year, We'll 
probably build up one or the other for 
Jerry next season, 

‘What we need more than anything 
else in this area are qualified mechanics., 
There just aren’t enough. The industry 
has grown so fast that there is a real 
need for qualified men, It’s difficult for 
us to keep good mechanics in this area 
because they can make more money in 
California and find year around work, If 
the good mechanics do stay around here, 
they usually become dealers themselves 
in a couple of years, 

“This is a good area for motorcycling 
though,” Don said in conclusion, ‘‘and 
it’s getting better. The racing program 
this year will be bigger than ever before 
and maybe we’ll be able to draw ina 
promoter who’ll build a good spectator 
track before too many more years go by. 
At any rate, keep your eyes on Jerry 
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Robertson this season — he's going to be .

Baja California (Lower California) has 
come to the attention of cycle enthusi- 
asts recently through the NORRA rally 
(which although won by a dune buggy the 
first time, will undoubtedly be won by a 
motorcycle when it is resumed this com- 
ing fall, and is pictured in the average 
peron's mind as a rugged, mountainous 
finger of land about the size of the state 
of Florida, The peninsula is roughly 800 
miles long and ranges in width from 30 
to 145 miles. In the Northern section 
there are mountains attaining heights of 
more than 10,000 feet with pine forests 
abounding with deer and other wildgame,. 
Here, the climate is a continuation of the 
section of California that it borders. 
Thus, Tijuana is similar to San Diego, 
and Mexicali is like Calexico and other 
Imperial Valley towns. Winter rainfall 
along the Pacific Coast is farily heavy 
with snow in the mountains but with prac- 
tically no precipitation and great ex- 
tremes of temperature Eastof the moun- 
tains, 

The population of the state is concen- 
trated in several cities in the north, 
namely: Tijuana, Tecate, Mexicali and 
the beautiful port of Ensenda, from which 
the huge yearly cotton crop of the lush 
Mexicali Valley is exported. These cities 
are connected by a system of paved 
roads that are almost untravelled by 
other than trucks and busses, The little 
villages along the way are populated by 
friendly people who are eager to make 
your acquaintance and offer assistance 
when needed, The scenery, whether des- 
ert, mountainous or coastal, is without 
equal and offers an unparalleled area for 
the touring cyclist to discover. 

Baja can best be described as similar 
to our own '*Wild West" of 75 to 100 
years ago, inits more primitive sections, 
where the burro, horse and mule still 
play an important part in transportation 
and agriculture. In the remote areas, 
communications are obsolete or non- 
existent. In the villages, even in the more 
populated areas, it is like our small 
towns of 60 to 75 years ago. Mostly out- 
door plumbing and no running water, 
electricity or telephones with the possi- 
ble exception of one phone at the tele- 
graph office. However, this primitive 
land is beautiful and adventureous and 
offers smog-plagued Americanos the op- 
portunity, in just a couple hours’ time, 
to get away from the pressure and bustle 
of the big cities and relax in the beauty 


and serenity of a completely charming 
foreign country. 

In our last story about Baja, we tooka 
short run down the new expressway to 
the Half Way House (Medio Camino) and 
covered the recommended precautions 
that one should observe while in Mexico, 
but one is worth repeating: be sure to 
stop at the border and take out a full 
coverage insurance policy witha Mexican 
Company. It can save you a lotof trouble 
and even keep you out of jail in case 
you're involved in an accident, Another 
prerequisite, if you plan on travelling 
beyond Ensenada, is a tourist permit 
which may be obtained free by taking 
your birth certificate or other proof of 
citizenship to the Mexican Consul’s office 
in L.A. or San Diego. It will be examined 
and stamped by an official of the immi- 
gration dept. at the check station about 
10 miles south of Ensenada. 

In our previous Baja tour story, we 
left you at the Half Way House, which is 
just 30 miles south of Tijuana anda good 
place to eat and drink, It also boasts 
spotless, American-type rest rooms, On 
weekends and holidays a little Mexican 
band plays from noon on for those who 
come to dance, As we proceed south 
along the new expressway (toll road), we 
pass the American colony of ‘‘La Mision’’ 
about 7 miles beyond the Half Way 
House, It is a community of beautiful 
homes built by Americans on land leased 
to them by a Mr, Stocker who controls a 
great deal of the coastal property, Itcan 
only be leased as Mexican law forbids 
ownership of coastal land by foreigners, 


“Get Out If You Can” 


Ten miles beyond La Mision, we speed 
by the settlement and former ranch of 
*Salsipuedes'" where there are a few 
tourist cabins for rent. The name, Salsi- 
puedas, literally means, **Get out if you 
can" and is a holdover from the days of 
square rigged ships when it was neces- 
sary to have the prevailing wind from 
your stern quarter to sail out of an an- 
chorage. At this cove there was seldom, 
if ever, an off shore breeze, which would 
trap unwary skippers for weeks at a 
time. Spanish captains marked their 
charts, ‘‘Salsipuedes’’ so they wouldn’t 
get caught again, Many anchorages on 
both coasts of Baja are so markedon the 
old sailing charts and are carried down 
on modern maps. 








Continuing onward, we pass the San 
Miguel village, another American colony 
made up principally of mobile homes, 
They have a restaurant and rent trailer 
and camping space as well as boats 
for fishing. 

Shortly, we pass the intersection of 
Mexico Hiway 3 which turns off to the 
Northeast to Tecate, about 65 miles 
away. It passes through the interesting 
little farming community of Guadalupe 
which was colonized, around the turn of 
the century, by a group of white Russians 
and where examples of Russian style 
architecture are still in evidence as are 
tow-headed children, This is another 
story however, which will have to wait 
for another time. 





About a half-mile south of the Mexico 
3 intersection, we ride through El Sauzal, 
Built around one of the largest fish can- 
neries in Mexico, it is owned by the heirs 
of the late General Abelardo Rodriguez, 
former president of Mexico, who made 
his home here in a magnificent Spanish 
colonial mansion which can be seen off 
to the left, surrounded by olive groves 
which supply the oil for the fish cannery, 

We soon come to a fork in the road, 
Either road will take you into the city of 
Ensendada, The right road goes by way 
of the shipping area where acres of baled 
cotton may be seen awaiting shipment to 
Japan and other countries. We proceed 
on into the center of town to Avenida 
Benito Juarez which we follow south 
across the bridge across the Arroyo 
(Dry Creek) Ensenada, On this street 
there are several good gasoline stations 
where you may top off your tank, Watch 
carefully unless you enjoy gasoline all 
over your paint, The best grade of Mexi- 
can gas sells for 90 centavos per liter 
which figures out about 21.56€ per Ameri- 
can gallon, They'll gladly accept U.S; 
currency but cannot always give you all 
your change in American money but don't 
let it worry you because theirs serves 
better than ours from here on. 

A lot can be written about Ensenada, 
with its fine restaurants and luxurious 
hotels, fabulous sportfishing, swimming 
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and naughty night spots, but why notplan 
on attending the Cycle News annual En- 
senada run (to be announced) and dis- 
cover this fascinating town for yourself? 
As our destination is a little fishing 
village some 40 miles further, we must 
leave Ensenada with just a taken glance, 
continuing southward on Av, Juarez, on 
pass the traffic circle with the statue of 
Benito Juarez in the center, then follow- 
ing Av. Internacional on out of town, A 
few miles down the road we skirt the 
military quartel and the Ensenada air- 
port which is also the military airport. 
About 6 miles from town we will pass the 
turn-off to Estero Beach, a resorttrailer 
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camp and motel, It boasts good surf fish- 
ing and other water sports andis patron- 
ized principally by Americans. 


Get Your Permit 

About 10 miles south of Ensenada, we 
Stop at the immigration station at Mane- 
adero and get our tourist permits stamp- 
ed. If you neglected to obtain one, you 
will be told that this is as faras you are 
permitted to penetrate the country. How- 
ever, I have found that unless you are 
planning on going all the way down the 
peninsula, an engraving of George Wash- 
ington wrapped around your driver's li- 
cense will get you permission to con- 
tinue. 

We proceed slowly through the village 
of Maneadero (about 1/2 mile) until we 
come to fork in the road, The right 
branch goes to Punta Banda where one 
can camp near the famous ‘‘Bufadora’”’ 
which is probably the world’s largest 
tidal blow hole, The pressure builds up 
in an underground cave until suddenly, 
with a roar like a jet plane taking off, 
water spouts as high asa 20-story build- 
ing. It is well worth a visit, but this time 
we’re continuing south so we take the 
left branch and speed along the main 
highway through maintains and valleys 
until we arrive in the valley of Santo 
Tomas. Lush and green with grape vine- 
yards and other crops, there seems to 
be an abundance of water and the farmers 
have an ingenious system of irrigation 
ditches and pipes to supply their fields 
with water, 

The Mission Santo Tomas was builtby 
the Dominican Fathers about 175 years 
ago. Vineyards were planted to furnish 
altar wines, The wines produced here 
were of fine quality and became famous 
throughout the Republic and even today 
Santo Tomas wines are considered the 
finest in Mexico. The winery has long 
since been moved to Ensenada, however, 
and the original vineyards are able to 
produce only part of the grapes needed 
for today's production, There is a small 
settlement here with motel, restaurant 
and curio store called El Palomar. 

We are planning on leaving the main 
road a couple of miles this side of the 








settlement, so better check your odo- 
meter at Ensenada and start looking for 
a turn off road on the right almost ex- 
actly 27 miles from Ensendad. There 
used to be a big rock with a sign ‘‘Ejido 
Ajusco” but all there is now is a make 
shift cattle guard which you should cross 
very carefully. 


Watch it Now! 


If you are not a better than average 
rider with some dirt experience, it might 
be advisable to spend the night at the 
settlement and forget the next 18 miles 
of dirt road. Under no circumstances 
should it be tried riding double. From 
here on that big bike that we all love so 
well on the broad ribbons of asphalt, is 
strictly a hazard. Much of the road is 
**wash board'' and in other sections the 
ruts have been filled with Mexican gravel 
containing some stones as big as base- 
balls (but not round). 

If you’re still with us, 3-1/2 miles off 
the pavement, we can stop and examine 
the runis of the old Santo Tomas Mission, 
It was founded late in the 18th centry. At 
one time it supported about 1,000 Indians 
and huge herds of cattle and sheep, but in 
the mid-19th century an epidemic wiped 
out the Indians and the mission was soon 
abandoned. 

Slightly rested, we press on, Shortly 
we come to a fork of which we take the 
right branch and continue on for 12 more 
miles where we see a little store on the 
left side of the road. It-is under a grove 
of trees and a windmill is pumping water 
out of the dry river bedand justa stone’s 
throw beyond, we see the surf breaking 
on a sandy beach. The sign says “Playa 
Sto, Tomas'' (Santo Tomas Beach) but 
the map calls the place “La Bocana,” 
The store charges 15¢ for cold drinks 
and collects $1.00 a night for camping, 
so unless you just can’t face the last 3 
miles of dirt road, press on northward, 
The next 3 miles are the hardest, as you 
will guess as you ascend an almost im- 
possible hill for about 100 feet. Auto- 
mobiles have tried a couple of routes and 
there are ruts to follow but both are 
about equal. Our BMW made it, however, 


A Cliff-Hanger 


Now we travel a deeply rutted shelf 
road along the cliffs above the ocean, I 
needn’t warn you tobecarefulhere, Even 
walking this road gives you a thrill, 
Approaching the end of the trip you will 
see a beautiful wind-protected cove with 
a dozen or so boats on its smooth surface 
and on the bluff overlooking the sea is 
the fishing settlement of ‘Puerto de 
Santo Tomas'' (Port of St, Tgomas). It 
is a group of buildings, including a store 
and restaurant and another half-circle- 
Shaped building which has rooms for 
tourists. On the hill behind the store is 
a windmill which generates electricity, 
If the wind dies atnight, the lights go out,

Senor Armador, the proprietor, will 
give you permission to camp wherever 
you like at no charge. He’ll sell you bait 
for fishing and let you name your own 
price and he’ll point out the best spots 
to catch fish from the shore or he'll find 
someone to take you out in a boat ata 
nominal charge, 

After camp is made you cañ catch a 
string of fish for supper but no matter 
what you have toeatit will taste delicious 
and after the coals of the camp fire 
cease to glow you find that you will sleep 
like a baby in spits of thinking about 
those 18 miles of bad road before you 
get back to the pavement.

to ride maybe three events and gain 
points while John was out holding a flag 
or making up heat sheets! By the same 
token, Hunter told us a long time ago 
that he had quit because of the same 
problem, The whole argument in a nut- 
Shell! Two good men lost to a club 
because of rules. 

We spent Sunday discussing all kinds 
of problems with scrambles and hit Don 
Alfred for some comments on current 
affairs because Don has been riding 
Scrambles probably more consistently 
than anyone still riding every week, He 
feels one problem is that too much fun 
has gone out of it. Too many riders are 
**out for blood’’ forgetting this is still a 
sporting eventand conducting themselves 
as if a thousand dollar purse were in- 
volved. In the same vein he admits 
scrambles have changed themselves and 
that ever since Prado Park, where 
horsepower counted so much along with 
the money to buy those extra ponies, we 
have been faced with a semi-profes- 
sional-type situation. If we can’t figure 
out a way to get along with it we’re in 
trouble. Scrambles have changed from 
the pure fun type scene and we’ll have to 
make the change together whether we 
like it or not or scrambling will go under 
in this locality. 

Riders spend too much time and too 
long a day sitting around waiting for 
their class to ride and then just getting 
a few laps for all their effort. It looks 
like the only solution could be to split the 
divisions completely. John Rice came up 
with the idea of running lightweights one 
week at Perris with heavies at Elsinore 
and the next run reversing the procedure 
so that riders get to ride both places, or 
one division could be hosted at our two 
desert tracks of Adelanto and Little- 
rock. This would take some thought as 
no club has the manpower to run two 


tracks so it would mean doubling up of 
clubs and figuring out who was going to 
run what division where. Don Alfred and 
Jim Hunter both thought that a split 
could help the situation in bringing out 
more riders if they thought they stood a 
chance to get more riding in. Especially 
the heavyweights. These boys have flat 
had it sitting around when the light- 
weights turn out in big numbers and the 


‘big bores don’t practice until three hours 


after the time the posters said! 

The dust was bad, bad, bad Sunday and 
John R, came up with a suggestion and 
Gerry Burton would like some com- 
ments on this, In the hot season why not 
run Perris as a wet track? Keep the track 
almost sloppy all the time with water 
dumped on every so many heats, adver- 
tise the fact that you should have a 
knobbie front and rear if you wish to keep 
in an upright position and help control 
that dangerous dust, even if the whole 
track has to be super-damp! Good sug- 
gestion, 

Another thing we'd like to bring up. 
Did you know that Heavyweightand light- 
weight points are paid differently? Now 
don’t ask us HOW it happened; it did, For 
instance.,,it is said that now no one can 
win the Number One lightweight plate on 
a 250 because there are just too many 
100cc riders. Experts in any class re- 
ceive points for the combined total of 
riders in their engine class. So, winner 
of a 250cc Expert Main with a totalof 75 
250cc entries (this is an example) would 
receive 80 points for his win, On the 
same day if a gang of 100cc Novices 
showed up, the winner of the Expert 100 
class, if there was a total entry of 98 
would get 90 points, and boy, do those 
100’s show up! Now...in the heavyweight 
division the 500 Experts and the Open 
Experts get paid the same points. If more 
500’s show one week than Opens, the 
Open boys still get the same as the 500’s 
or vice-versa. We’ve questioned this 
time and again and have been told that if 
we saw the records we’d find that the 
number doesn’t differ enough from week 
to week to make any difference, However, 
we still see a real difference when one 
class has to run moto-cross points for 
lack of entries and the-other one runs a 
progressive program. If you don’t get 
maybe a third or second in the semi- 
main you don’t get any points at all for 
that day. Last place in a moto gets 





points, and that includes the guy who 
was dead last in one and didn’t ride the 
other two! So, if both classes didn’t ride 
a progressive program someone got 
ouched for a few points or so. One rea- 
son for all this we were told one time 
was ‘If we didn’t do it this way, a 500cc 
machine wouldn’t stand a chance of get- 
ting Number One." 


Pat On The Back Dept. 


We DO have a couple of pats on the 
back this week, First to Long Beach 
Honda, one of the shiniest prettiest ex- 
amples of the *new image" in motor- 
cycling. At Long Beach Honda #1 they 
keep John Rice going and they also put 
together the bike that carried Larry 
Bergquist and Gary Preston to a first 
place in the Stardust 7-11 Las Vegas 
event. Congratulations! A pat to Perris 
Valley M.C. who with only five members 
ts carrying on the tradition of District 
37 clubs to throw races for District 
points. If we all yell hard enough, P.V., 
maybe we can get these rules bent just 
enough to help build up club member- 
ships and keep the good old clubs like 
yours going. To Wanda and Ernie Pico, 
who are always behind racers. They 
solved the hot weather problem for us. 
After: eyeballing the sleeves the desert 
riders wear we decided they must be on 
to something, but all we ever saw in 
Shops was *'*basic black." The Pico's 
happily agreed to make a pair befittinga 
lady-type racer. Would you believe I 
could have had lavender leather? So take 
it from me, fellow scramblers, if you’ve 
never worn sleeves, try ‘em! Heat pros- 
tration is something we don’t need on the 
track and full leathers do it, when it’s 
111 degrees! If you are one of the jeans 
and sweatshirt brigade I’ll match my 
elbows against yours after a highside 
with sleeves on!

Young Ron proceeded to 
annihilate the troops, including falling 
down...getting back up and still coming 
in first for the checkered flag aboard 
his self-sponsored Yamaha. Then ap- 
proximately a few minutes past two hours 
after the event was concluded he was 
protested, checked, and disqualified for 
being undersized, This is the first time 
in AMA history that a National winner 
has been disqualified for being under- 
sized. To top it all off, two hours after 
the end of the program is way toolate to 
disqualify a rider, or so says the AMA 
rule book,..what are we to do? 

Seems to me that our great dictators 
somewhere in Ohio should get together 


and use what intelligence they have to 
find a reasonable solution to the prob- 
lems and discrepancies that are coming 
up allover the country. FACE IT, many 
of the AMA riders are unhappy about all 
sorts of situations that have come to a 
head in the last few months, When the 
riders are unhappy with the decisions of 
the AMA they are no longer representing 
the riders (which is their job) and I 
would think they’d have enough good 
sense to try and rectify any wrongs and 
renew old rules, work for higher purses 
(instead of trying to get us on a circus 
attraction level) and generally repre- 
sent the rider like they are supposed to.
